officially, the Chinese leaders will be 
assured that marines would be kept 
out of the settlement if a safety zone 
is created.

Mussolini, after mature study of 
the situation and frequent exchanges 
of views with Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain, British secretary for foreign af- 
fairs, replied on Feb. 2 with a note 
in which he accepted the main lines 
of the British policy. ; 


May Swing Other Powers. 


The Italian premier’s move is con- 
sidered by those familiar with condi- 
tions, an able one, since it came at a 
moment when England seemed almost 
entirely isolated. Thus the support 
of Italy represents an important pschec 
logical factor, which may have the ef- 
fect of inducing other powers to imt- 
tate her. 

For the present. it is understood that 
the intention of Great Britain and 
Italy is merely to carry on police meas- 
ures for the protection of their subjects 
and interests, leaving the initiative and 
responsibility for graver steps to the 
Chinese. Nevertheless, some of the 
newspapers show a bellicose disposi- 
tion. The Impero, for instance, says: 

“ England chose the right argument, 
namely, cannon. Italy must imitate 
her, this being the only way to sup- 
press\Chinese anarchy and brigandage 
masked as nationalism.”

THE EXPERIMENT IN 
DIRECT NOMINATIONS. 


~ The legislatures of forty-four states meet this 
year and in thirty of them there will be attempts 
to repeal or modify laws for the nomination of 
candidates for office. The direct primary is on the 
defensive. In its processes and in its consequences 
it has astonished its best friends and has perplexed 


ven such supporters as are prepared to insist on 


further experiment or to persist in the hope that 


continued use will cure its defects. 


It has been proved that the voters have more 
difficulty in reaching wise decisions in an elimina- 
tion election than they have in a decisive one. 
The primary is the elimination. Its field may be 
large or small. The larger it is the greater the 
difficulty. The idea that the voter’s information 
is sufficient to give him a knowledge of th 
candidates is unsupported by results. | 

The theory of the nominating convention is that 
a certain number of citizens delegate to a rep- 
resentative the responsibility of deciding who shall 
be the candidates of a party in the city, county, 
district, state, or nation. If the theory of its 
perfectibility seems absurd against the background | 
of convention history it is apparent that the record 
of the direct primary.is even more absurd. _ 

There is now a violent protest against a pro- 
cedure which the direct primary itself makes 
necessary—the expenditure of large sums of money 


in campaigning. This protest is chiéfiy responsible 


for the exposure of direct primary defects. In a 
large state the candidate is engaged in persuading 
inillions of voters that he is the proper man for 
them and for the state. If they are to know he is 


' running at all he must have a great political organ- 


ization Supported by patronage and public funds 
or he must have very friendly newspaper treatment 
and an exceptiofal acquaintance and a great deal 
of ‘money. 

Many citizens who stick to the ditect ‘primary 
4s to something which may still be adjusted to 
the best purposes of a representative democracy 
are generally the citizens who most resolutely 
refuse to concede that the expenditure of money 
is inherent in the very systeni itself unless it is to 
be a closed system for the benefit of a governing 
class. How could Vare in Pennsylvania have made 
any headway against Pinchot’s state machine and 
Pepper's federal machine without using money, 
oven assuming that they restricted their direct 
campaign expensés to $100? They alone could do 
yo and have any hope of success. And yet people 
denounce Vare and think the direct primary is 
pood. | 

The American system of government 
depends on representative authority and party 
responsibility. Both are maintained in the nominat- 
ing convention. Both are eliminated in the direct 
primary. The convention theory accords with the 
American system of government. If the results’ of 
(he direct primary nevertheless were better, the 
better theory would be discarded. Experience 
proves that results are not better. They are 
worse. They are confused, scandalous, irresponsible 


and with little evidence of gopd judgment. 


MUCH NEEDED REVISIONS 
OF OUR CRIMINAL CODE. 


Michael L. Igoe, minority leader of the state 
house of representatives, has offered a joint resolu- 
tion for the appointment of a committee of five 
senators and five representatives to revise the 
criminal code. We assume that a complete revision 
is not contemplated by this resolution. The Ameri- 


- gan Law inatitute is expected to have a model, uni- 


form criminal! code completed by 1930, and the best 


professional opinion favors postponing general re- 


vision oo this code is ready for consideration. 
Experts are at work upon it and it is hoped in the 
interest of a desirable uniformity their sork 
will be acceptable to legislatures throughout the 
country. Mr. Justice Thompson of our Supreme 
court is one of the experts engaged in this effort. 

Meanwhile, however, the Chicago crime commis- 
sion is of opinion that certain changes ought to be 
made in the Illinois code and may be made without 
compromising action upon the institute code when 
it appears. The crime commission's committee on 
law revision has made a study of our more urgent 
needs and embodied its recommendations in four- 
teen proposals which are by no means radical. 
They are supported substantially by experience 
and at least the most important would have the 
approval of informed professional opinion. For 
example, the proposal for a new bail act touches 
te of the most flagrant weaknesses of criminal

AND EUROPEAN ART. 

It has become known that the Baltimore Art 
museum has received Van Dyck'’s “Rinaldo and 
Armida”’ as a loan from Jacob Epstein, the Balti- | 
more merchant. The purchaser’s name was with- 
held for a while and then made known. Mr. 
Epstein bought the painting for $250,000 in Lon- 
@on. A British group had been trying to raise 
money enough to save it for Great Britain and 
put it in the British National gallery. The Brit- 
ons might have succeeded, but Mr. Epstein’s cash 
gave him the picture and Baltimore has it. : 

Van Dyck painted from Tasso's epic the alle- 
gory of the Christian knight and his incidental 
of Jerusalem. The episode in the lighter vein of 
knightly adventure is afranged by Armida, a ‘sor- 
ceress. Van Dyck painted it on commission from 
Charles I. of Great Britain. It was in the col- 
lection of the duke of Newcastle. If Mr. Epstein 
had not secured it the painting would have been} 
shown in the Flemish art now exhibited at Bur- 
lington house; London, 

The war has done something to increase Amer- 
ica’s store of the art treasure of the world. Wars 
have done that before. Americans have not re- 
moved things their commander admired or their 
President wanted. President Wilson did not bring 
home anything out of the galleries of the con- 
quered. He did not make uge of our allies’ needs 
to levy on their artistic treasures. An American 
Napoleon, being out of his own country on the 
usual Napoleonic mission, would heave done 80, 
probably the Venus and the Mona\ Lisa as, being 
best known to the majority of his traveling com- 
patriots. The war made hard times for the Brit- 
ish aristocracy. Paying the debt made the times 
still harder. .Something has to be done to make 
ends meet, either rent the castle or sell the art 
gallery or both. It is, therefore, easier for an 
art loying American to enrich his own country’s 


This manner of acquisition is not liked. The 
British group which failed to keep the Van Dyck 
at home may be not only sorry but indignant. 
On a number of occasions there have been hard / 
and unkind words spoken. It is generally main-| 
tained that the. governments ought to pre- 
vent the sale of works of art to outsiders, and 


work. 
There seems to be an impression abroad that 


taken to America, first, because we are uncultured 
and would not appreciate it, and, second, because 
we are. uncultured and have to buy it. The col- 
lections of alien art in other museums have the 
dignity of a military ravishment. They were 
won by the sword or came out of the débris of 
war.

It might be more disturbing 
to the peace of the world to irritate the cultured 
British than to irritate the uncultured Nicara- 
guans, if. indeed we are irritating and not pleas- 
ing the latter. If it would be an extenuation in 
the case of this Van Dyck we might say that 
when it was painted in 1630 Charles I. was our | 
king. Our ancestors in Virginia and Massachu- 
setts knew him as such and.they did not cut his 
head off. That’s a point for what it’s worth. We 
don’t urge it. It probably would have got no- 
where unless backed up with $250,000. . 

It has been suggested that France, Italy, and 
Great Britain could pay the debt with art. The 
suggestion has been received With contempt. In- 
ternational comity might recognize the equity of 
a wider distribution of masterpieces. It doesn’t: 
Our imperialism is regarded as sordid, being that 
of the dough bag and not of the doughboy. The 
rule is that the canvas should come home on the 
bayonet of the soldier and notin the crate of the 
merchant.

abandoned the church, become discouraged and 


given up trying or gone after some “ism” which 


like every person with freedom to choose his own 
life, is subjected to all the temptations of the 
world—-love of money, ease, ambition for power, 
and gratification of the senses. The Negro is not 
immune to evil influences, although by nature he 
is trustful, reverent, emotional, and hence inclined 
to worship and find joy in religion. 
The record of the Negro in the United States 
since emancipation has been .. Many 
authorities assert no such progress has ever been 
made by any race in the history of the world in 
the same length of time, This is true in educa- 
tion in colleges, white and colored, in business, 
the professions, and in skilled labor. Notable 
poets, artists, sculptors, musicians have been pro- 
duced, and permanent and important contribu- 
tions have been made to American literature. 

A recent issue of the Crisis reports that 8,600. 
Negro students wete enrolled. last year in our 
colleges and universities, 7,000 in Negro schools, 
and 1,600 in white institutions. During the year 
1,300 Negro students received degrees ranging from 
bachelor of arts to doctor of philosophy. A num-. 
ber of Negroes were elected to the honorary scho- 
lastic society, the Phi Beta Kappa, and 300 re- 
ceived degrees from northern colleges, yaa 
In the early days of reconstruction after the 
adoption of the 13th, 14th, and 15th amendments 
the Negro attempted to enter into politics. He 
soon found, however, that the idedlism expressed 


by the American people as a whole. He was met 
by segregation; lynching, and the Jim Crow prin- 
ciple on trains, in hotels, and everywhere in social 
life. This finally compelled him to stay away from 


own ranks the means of social, political, religious, 
and cultural progress. It was a severe blow to 
the Negro when he was cut off from contact with 
his more privileged fellow men, but his progress 
could not be stopped. 
While we believe firmly that the church has 
been the mightiest factor in the development of 
the Negro, it must also be remembered that the 
churches followed the drift of the times and ex- 
cluded Negroes from equal privileges, with the 
nesult the Negro was compelled to establish his 
own religious institutions. In doing so he has 
réaped many benefits. In the church he has de- 
veloped his social and intellectual life. For years 
every Negro leader was a minister. In the church 
the Negro learned the power of organization and 
of cotperation. The churches have also devised 
social, political, and economic programs, and 
from speakers lay as well as clerical he has learned 
of his duties and privileges as a citizen. The 
Young Men's and the Young Women’s Christian 
associations, which are the direct outgrowth of the 
church, have taught the young Negro man and) 
woman good health, cleanliness of living; and 
decency of behavior. The Y's have diso been a/| 
means for the establishment of cultural contacts 
with the best in our civilization, although the 
Negro is still regarded as one separate and apart. 


It is also within the churches thé Negro has 
attained his musica] Gevelopment. He has sung in 
the choirs and ‘his spirituals, often called the most 
truly American music, have been weicomed into 
many so-called exclusive circles. Over the radio 
the Negro has helped change the conception of his 
people as caricatured in cartoons and exhibited on 
the minstrel stage and in buffoon jokes to a race 
interested in high ideals and sincere and earnest 
in their life: purposes. A change of mental atti- 
tude towards the Negro is the first step towards 
a change of action.

INAL location of the United States 
system of highways consisting of 
approximately 80,000 miles of the 
| mest important roads in the 

country was made known yesterday by 

the bureau of public roads of the 
United States department of agritul- 
ture. The system was given final 4ap- 
proval by the American Asseciation of 
State Highway OfficiAls at its annual 
meeting at Pinehurst, N. C., on Nov. 
ll but public announcement of the 
exact i.cation of the routes has beén 
withheld until maps could be prepared 
for distribution. 

@ The systems elected embraces ten 
main transcontinental routes desig- 
nated by numbers which are multiples 
of ten while the important north and 
south routes are numbered 1, 11, 21, 31 
ete. These important through routes 
have many variants and crossovers to 
the other routes, reaching practically 
all of the larger cities and serving 
every section of the country. 


The work of selection has been so 
completely done that. it will be practi- 
cally impossible to designate additional 
through routes without making them 
coincident to a considerable extent 
with already existing routes. This will 
not be done, as it would defeat the pur- | 
pose of a uniform system of highway 


designation, the anhouncement de- 
clares. 
The route-num system which 


has been decided upon will be of great 
assistance to tourists in following 
through routes. All east and west 
routes bear even numbers while north 
and south routes have odd numbers. 
Frequently three digit numbers are 
used to indicate branches of through 
routes. For example Route 40 is a 
direct road from Atlantic City to San 
Francisco. A tourist in Washington 
desiring to go to San Francisco might 
take Ropte 240 to its junction with 
Route 40 at Frederick, Maryland. 
There will be no difficulty in follow- 
ing any selected route since a standard 
sign showing the route number has 
been adopted and also standard danger, 
caution and directional signs. These 
standard siens will add greatly to the 
gafety and convenience of travel as 
there will be no change in their char- 
acter in passing from one state to an- 
other. Twenty-two states already re- 
their United States highways com- 
pletely marred, fourteen report the 
work partially complete and six which 
have not yet started anticipate that it 
will be completed next season. 


. Work on the designation of a system 
ef United States hignways began in 
Webruary, 1925, wheh on the recom- 
mendation of the American Association 
of State Highway Officials, the secre- 
tary or agriculture appointed the jotnt 
board on interstate highways consist- 
ing of state and federal highway offi- 
clals. Suggested systems, submitted 
by all of the states were harmonized by | 
the board and a report was made to 
the secretary of agriculture. This re- 
port was approved and transmitted 
to the Association of State Highway 
Officials and the application of the plan 
was left to that body. With a few 
minor changes by them the present 
map has been adopted as final.

ETROIT, Mich., Feb. 6.—{Spe- 
cial.]—The three major automo- 
bile shows—those of New York, 
Detroit, and Chicago—have come 
paw gone.

But in spite of the public enthusi 
asm shown at the automobile shows, 
manufacturers in Detroit and other 
automobile producing cities are, indi- 
vidually and collectively, moving along 
with every caution. They are watch- 
ing their step as never before and have 
no intention of starting preduction to 
arly extent in excess of the demand. 
This means that every car that is

Production expe- 
rienced a sharp cut last November 
and December, and unless the country 
as a whole is to lose some of its pros- 
perity, a few months of low produc- 
tion in the motor industry will prob- 
ably pave the way for a resumption 
of heavy buying. 

But there are exceptions, although 
few in number, to the general condi- 
tion, and in these cases the manufac- 
turers announce a stepping up of pro- 
duction in excess of expectation which 
keeps them working overtime in an 


effort to supply the demand. Unoffi-

Counting interest, 
taxes, and upkeep, we are paying 
about $15 per month for the same 
cottage for which we paid $30 back 
in 1921, not to mention the value of 
the property, which we now own.

CHIMNEY MUST 
| IN HOUSE PLANS 


Whether the chimney of your new 
‘home is of stone, hollow tile, brick 
or concrete blocks, it should be fire- 
lined. Where a ney wall is only 
one brick in thi ess and the inside 
of the flue plastered with mortar, it 
may remain tight for a. time, but 
after a few months the constant heat 
causes the mortar to dry or fali out

EW discoveries of the European 
corn borer have started thou- 
sands of men in the scientific, 
agricultural and business field 
to figuring out ways and means of 


has been found on approximately 200 
different species and varieties of 
Diants. Laws, machinery, parasites, 
birds, insects, and chemicals are to 
be used to curb the most desiructive 
crop plague ever brought to America. | 

Most of the talk about the Muro- 
pean corn borer has emphasized the 
destructive work it does‘in but 
it is a serious menace to a variety 
of other field crops, vegetables, flow- 
ers, and grasses, and it lives among 
the weeds which are associated with 
these crops. Corn growers have rea- 
son to be the most deeply concerned 
of any, but borers take heavy | 
‘in both vegetable and flower gardens 


wherever the infestation becomes 
heavy as it in Canada and some 
of the eas ' states. 


While the pest passes through four. 
stages, as do many other insects—egz, 
larvae or borer, pupa and adult-—it is 


the borer that injures crops. While the 


corn borer has been in this country 
nearly seventeen years, first reported 
and identified about ten years ago, no 


Two Schools of Thought. 

There are two schools of thought 
concerning the European corn borer. 
One group believes there is to be found 
a chemical, parasite or other agent 
that will destroy the pest and keep it 
under control, while the other grou 
thinks the pest is here to stay and that 
American farmers must learn how to 
live with it, how to grow crops in their 
elds and gardens despite the borer. 

Dr. G. I. Christie of the Interna- 
tional European corn borer committee 
is one of the schog! who believes there 
is yet a method to be discovered that 
will keep the borer effectively unce: 
control. He points out that the peacl. 
tree borer, while not eradicated, was 
Drought under control by the use of 
Paradichiocrobenzine. This chemical 


@mong the roots of trees and kills the 
pest harbored under the bark. 

“The Hessian fly. which caused 
Sreat destruction to the wheat crop of 
this country, nas been brought under 
Control through late seeding. The San 
Jose scale, a destructive fruit pest, is 
kept under control in middle west 
orchards by spraying, while in Califor- 
mia the insect is controlled by the lady 
bird which feeds upon the scale. Cali- 
fornians do not depend upon the spray, 
but develop the birds to kill the scales. 
in the middie west the lady bird does 
mot seem to multiply in large. 
numbers to offer sufficient eontrel, na 
gaye Dr.. Christie. 

Various Methods Needed. 

“Various methods may have to be 
in different sections to contro! the 
borer just as is done with other pests,” 
aaded Dr. Christie.

The borer is complicating’ and seri. 
ously interfering with the marketing 
of agricultural products from the in- 
fested zones. Since it attacks so many 
different kinds of crops, stringent 
quarantine regulations had to be put. 
into effect to protect the borer free 
territory. Growers in infested regions 
are seriously handicapped in the ship- 
ment of cut flowers, vegetables, corn, 
and broom corn. 

Federal government authorities 
name below. some of the more impor- 
tant plants attacked by the borer. 
The economic plants frequently at- 
tacked by the European corn borer 
are: Asters, barley, beans, beets, 
broom corn, celery, chrysanthemums, 
cotton, cow peas, dahlias, gladioli, 
grain sorghums,: hemp, hops, millet, 
peppers, potatoes, rhubarb, sunflowers, 
Swiss chard, sweet sorghum.
